Mr. Seward’s desire 
was made to assume the character of frieadli- 
ness and familiarity, such as the reception of 
the English Prince at no time calied forth. 
Before Mr. .Seward’s arrival the Minister 
had notified his approach to the Japanese 
officials, and bad been requested by them to 
anpounce his landing, the proposed term of 
his visit, apd time when it would be con- 
venient for him to come to the capital. The 
Ministers of State were cage: to extend him a 
distinguished and cordiai welcome, end in- 
vited Mr. Seward to breakfast, but he declined 
with dignity, andintimaied that he would deai 
ip congratuiations with no less a personage 
than the ruler of the Empire himself Finaliy 
the Japanese precedents were violated, and 
the Mikado willingly and very cordially 
extended to him a hearty welcome. Among 
the promment persons at the reception 
were the Mikado, Seward, Prime Miuister 
Mr. Delong, Chief Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
Mr. Sheppard, lechibashi, the sword-bearer, 
the Mikado’s secretary, and the entire Privy 
Council. The speeches were brief, but felicit- 
ous, and, all things considered, the confer- 
ence could not bave been more satisfactory. 
The obse: vauuons of the Mikado were at least 
as cordial, apd not less spontaneous, than 
those which European movarchs are in the 
habit of addressing to their visitors. Mr 
Seward’s desire to meet the ruler of Japan was 
gratified in the most complete and com- 
plimentary manzern, Not only was the i- 
cident without p mt in the «annals 
of the country, but it was attended with cir- 
cumstances that showed an unusual abandon- 
ment of established cnsioms, Altuough the 
Mikedo remained seated during the interview, 
he was entirely unveiled by a screen or cur- 
tain. Up to this time every foreign Amb issa- 
dor had only been allowed to look upon a 
partof his person ata time, the lower ex- 
tremities or face being always concealed, and 
instead of being surrounded by ostentatious 
embiems of power aad supremacy, his only 
visible attendants were a single guard and 
officer, who supplied him with manuscripts 
coutaining bis share of tue conversation. 


SANTA FE. 


From Galivestonto the City of the 
Hely Faith by Hail and Stage—An 
Uncultivated Paradise — Ancient 
Towns—A Queer Capital—Water in 
Demand—Muaning, &c. 

{Correspondence of the Courier-Journal. | 
Tur “Foxpa,”’ SantaFs, N. M., 
December 2, 1870. t 

I intended dropping a hne to yon before 
this, giving a few of the items of my long trip 
hiiber by way of New Orleans and Galves- 
ton, the “eity by the sea.’’ A most beautifal 
city itis, with broad streets, an energetic aud 
busy people, enterprising, and determined to 
make it the mart for all the products of tne 
“Empire of Texas.’’ [ could not but be 
pleased to bear the many kind words for our 
own city from the business men. They say 
that Louisville bolds the key to the Southern 
trade, if she will only push her natural ad- 
vantages and open lines of direct communi- 
= down through Arkansas towards the 
Gulf, 

From Galveston to San Antonio, by rail 
and stage, the route lies through the most 
beautiful country lever saw. Texas is indeed 
a Paradise—such cotton, corn, grass, &c , &c. 
It would even make our own old “Bluegrass” 
open its eyer. 

San Antonio is one of the old Spanish 
towns—probably as old ag any town in the 
United States. The ruiob of the once mag- 
nificent buildings of the eraly Jesuits show 
most clearly that their rule was absolute. The 
**Ajamo,”’ where Crockett and the brave Tex- 
ans were massacrec to a man, is still a mag- 
nificent cld pile. I discovered on one of the 
stones over the maia entrance the date 1713, 
or watt I took to be 1t. 

The ruins of the Missions, in the vicinity of 
the town, show a very high degree of archi- 
tectural skilland beauty in their construction. 
The carvings in stone over the doors and win- 
dows are still very perfect, aud in mauy points 
exquisitely beautiful. When and by whom 
they were built is only known by the followers 
of Loyola. 

From San Antosio to El Paso by stage. 
Time will not vermit a description of tke 
country. It is beautiful and fertiie, needing 
only the bone and sinew to make ita garden. 

From El Paso to this ancient city of the 
“holy faith’’ by stage. I stopped a day at 
Albuqurque. t is here that they make the 
delicious Mexican wines. One ether town on 
the route looked like living—the town of 
Borvillilo. Fire old trees, large orchards, 
and vinyards. Passing the ‘*‘Paevlos’’ of San 
Philipe and Sau Domingo we arrive at La 
Haviata. What it is named from I cannot 


imegine, except thatat this point we leave the 
lower country and ascend the most tremend- 
ous hillleversaw. Ithought we would never 
‘ee thetop of it. “Three thousand feet"’ at 
least, said a fellow-passenger. It may be half 
that, but it ‘“‘bangs’’ all hills 1 ever traveled 
over ina stage. Once on the top of the 
‘*maea’’ a leye! road for ten miles brings us to 
a slight descent again, thea a gradual 
re for some miles over splendid 
road brings us into the tortuous 
wiudings of tbis city of ‘“‘adobes’— 
Santa Fe—the'city [ read of as a youth, the far- 
of city, when the journey to it was the work 
of a seagon—the caravan of the Santa Fo 
traders, the departures of which (in the days 
of my boyheod io St. Louis) was the eveat of 
the year. 

But how can I deseribe it? Acity of mud 
houses one story high (with few exceptions), 
narrow streets, a ‘plaza’? common to a)l Mex- 
ican towne, and the queer peoole of all shades 
and colors. The streets are lively with In- 
dians, Mexicans, and a diminutive little ani- 
mal called a “‘buno,’’ a emall-sized jack. 

y are not over three or four feet 

high, but they do all the transpor- 
tation. Wood, grain, and all products 
are brought to market by these little 
anima!s. ’Tis a funny sight to see a load of 
hay moving through the streets with nothing 
but a meek-looking countenance, a pair of 
long ears and four little feet visible. Every- 
thing here is strange and foreign. Arriviog 
bere on a Sunday mornirg, and hearing the 
most confounded clatter of bells in different 
parts of the town, I inquired of the Mexican 
attendant of my room for an Episcopal church. 
He “pot know bim;” the ‘‘Catolica’’ was the 
only church, at the same time pointing it oat. 
Tis an old buildicg, with towers in front, 
having several bells in exch. They are all 
rurg at once, and, as you may well imazine 
the noise is fearful. Lat r in the day i 
| found 4 small] Presbyterian church 
and also learned that the Eniscopal 
service wos read every Sunday by one of the 
army cfficers in a private house, where all 
| strangers are invited. 

There is no sign of imprevement here ex- 
cept the new and elegant buildmgs now being 
built by the Government for public offices, 

and residences for officers, and, by the way, 
one was pointed out as being the one to be

CIGAR-MAKING. 


A Calitornia Machizpe to Do Away 
with Celestiais. 
{From the San Francisco Bulletin.) 

Inpumerable attempis to invent a practical 
cigar-making machine bave beeu made within 
the past few yearsr—all, with one notable ex- 
ception, proving signal failures. The excep- 
tion claims our attention. [n May, of the 
present year,a workman named Pearl ob- 
tained a patent for a machine—a simple, but 
meritorions afiair—and in a short time dis- 
posed of a share in the right to W. H. Good- | 
win & Co., of New York, fora round sum. 
Within a few weeks one of these machines 
has been placed in yer at C. G. Emery 
& Co.’s, and tbe importance it is likely 
to attain entitles it to a brief 
description. The machine is small, compact, 
stropg, Workiag with a plain pump-handle 
process. In the bed of the machine are fixed 
the lower dies or knives; in the center of the 
knives is a follower—movabie and forming the 
under portion of the die, the follower being 
operated by means of a toe. The side up- 
rights forma fiame for the working of the 
lever and the upper die plate, to which 1s at- 
tached the upper die. The dies are the coun- 
terpart of the form of a cigarto be produced, 
and are coustructed with cutting edges, so 
that, when brought together by meansof the 
lever, they act like combined snears; and the 
bunch placed between them is cut and press- 
ed into the exact form required, In connec- 
tion with the machine is a set of molds, made 
in balves, the inside being of the same form 
as the dies, and porous, so as to readily ab- 
sorb the moisture, the outside tapering to 
press them firmly —— when inserted in 
the board provided for the purpose. These 
molds are. designed to bold the bunch after 
being formed by the machjne until they are 
dry and ready for wrapping. 

The operation of the machine is easily 
learned. The tobacco, or fillers, are formed 
roughly into a bunch—no particular attention 
being given as is usual to the ehape—care be- 
ing taken only to have the bunch the full 
lepgth of the cigar, and well filled; the bunch 
is then inserted between the Knives, and, with 
a single stroke of the lever, it is cut into the 
shape required, the superfluous tobacco beiug 
sheared away; the shearing leaving channels 
on each side, which meures the perfect draw- 
ing of the cigar. Upon raising the lever the 
follower pusnes the cigsr out of its bed, so 
that it is easily removed from the machine for 
iusertiou in the molds, where, in the course of 
a few hours,1t becomes dry and perfectly 
sbaped ior the wrappers, which are put on by 
band. tlhe cigar produced is more uniform 
11 size apd weight, and superior in finois> and 
venerul appearai ce, to any ro- 
ducea by hand.

The 
quantity of tobacco in each cigar being uni- 
torm (the surplus being cut away by the 
knives), the saying in stock is from ten to 
twenty percept over hand-made ones. Girls 
or other cheap help can be emp!oyed in mak- 
ing the bunches, thus saving the cost of more 
expenenced labor. Less experienced work- 
men may be enjployed tomake tne cigars 
better in every respect than those formerly 
made bythe mpst skillful and expert cigar- 
makers, The bunch being perfectly formed 
increases the penne | of the cigar-maker to 
wrap tbem one hundred per cent. 

We have mentioned what is claimed for the 
machine; practical elgar-makers can examine 
it and form their own conclacion. In any 
event, the machine will demoralize the Celes- 
tial cigar-makers, avd have a tendency to 
revolutionize the business. Caucasians dislike 
cigars made by Ch.namen, especially «after 
eeeing tbe latter at work; the new process is 
likely to be warmly welcomed.

A BIT FOR GEALOGISTS, 


The Oldest Known Fossil Remains. 
[From the Washington Star.] 

There bas been received by the Commis- 
sioner of the General Land Office, for the Geo- 
logical Museum, a greenish coiored limestone, 
coutairing “‘Eozoon Canadense,”’ a foraminif- 
erous creature of microscopic dimensions, 
which lived in communities and built up the 
stony reeecptacies in the ocean, in a 
manner anwogous to the corals of the 
present times The limestone owes its 
coloring to au admixture of turpentine, and 
wheo properly shad«d or blended 1s classed 
among the Verd’antique marbles. The speci- 
mens in question came from a railroid cut- 
ting on the Adirondac and Lake George ruail- 
road, about twenty-five miles from Saratoga, 
Warren county, near Tuurman’s Station, New 
York, and therefore from the most southerly 
portion of the Adirondac mountaiis. Nat- 
uraiists and geologists may congratulate 
themselves in havibg asource of this curious 
fossil within a moderate distarce, and 
where they are abundant. This fossil 
owes its distinction to the fact that itis 
found only in a class of rocks which, 
from their low position in the geological 
ecale, had always been regarded as azoic, or 
not melosing avy evidences of organic life at 
the time when they were deposited, aud as 
belonging to an age previous to the appear- 
ance of life upon the globe. It wasadrst made 
known to the scientilic world by Sir William 
Logan, the Director of the Canadian Geoloui- 
cal Survey, in 1858, at a meeting of the 
American Association of Science, held at 
Sprivgtield, Massachuset's. It was first dis- 
covered by Mr. J. M. Cullock, on the Grand 
Calumet Island, in the river Ottawa, 
and has been obtained from many other 
localities since in different parts of the Lan- 
rentian mountsins, in Canada, and the Adi- 
roudacs, in the United States. Several zoaes 
of Limestone are found in these ranges, con- 
sisting of alternate layere of calcareous rocks 
and a magnesian silicate of serpentine aspect, 
which was seen filling up the interspaces of 
the fossil, rather than replacicg it, as 1s com- 
mop in petrifactions. Specimens of the stone 
were sliced and polisbed for examin :tion un- 
derthe microscope by Principal Dawson, of 
the Montreal University, who ‘found 
it to consist of clusters of a_ sessile 
organi¢m, which had grown up by 
increasing at the surface, by the addition of 
successive layers of chambers, separated by 
ca'careous lemine. [be interior of these 
spaces exhibited bunches of flocly-branching 
tubuli By aggregation of individuals it ac- 
quired an evormous-size, and assamed the as- 
pect of a coraline reef. Dr. Dawson assigned

A Western Paper Airs the Puritans. 
(From the Obicago Times.] : 

All of the New England newspapers and 
all that are printed in the city of New York 
have for the last week been loaded with ac- 
counts of the landing of the “ m Fath- 
ers.”” The press Of the country cast of Daf- 
falo bas been eloquent in portraying what the 
Pilgrims dared and did,and the extent of 
their in flaence upon the present day and gen- 
eration. There has been so much of this 
that a man in looking over an Eastern news- 
paper is inclined to wish that the Pilgrims 
and the Mayflower, and Plymouth rock ha 
never appeared in the world. 

The tirth of Christ is forgotten by the de- 
scendants of the Puritans in their glorifica- 
tion of the short-haired, long-visaged, nagal- 
toned, narrow-minded bigots who landed in 
Massachusetts two hundred and fifty years 
rego to 8 a religion whose gloom, austeri- 
ty, and intolerance bre now repudiated by 
every man of common-sense in America and 
urope. 

Ralph Waldo Emerson was the orator of the 
occasion at Steinway Hall, in New York, on 
Friday evening, and, as is genezaliy the crse, 
bis obscurity was mistaken for profundGity. 
About half of his speech was made up ef 
words so put together as to convey no ideas, 
The man bad no more conception of what he 
was taiking about than he had of ‘‘the myste- 
ries whereof God gill not have him know,” 

This infidel, with not enough of heart and 
intellect to be capable of an absolute religious 
conviction, and so overstocked with egotism 
that he supposes himself to be the equa! of 
Jesus, and indorses the irreverence which 
leads men of his scbool to speak of the Saviour 
es “Jesus Christ, Esquire,’’ had the effrontery 
to appear as the eulogist of men who would 
bave burned him at the stake because of bis 
religious opinions, had he lived in the day and 
the larid when and where the Mayflower was | 
sent to Afnca after a cargo of slaves. 

What was there about the lives or teachings 
of the Puritans entitling them to the homage 
now paid to their memories? [n tolerance 
anda truly Christian charity, how will. they 
compare with the Catholic who colonized 
Mary!and? In bonesty and fair dealing, how 
will they compare with tue men who first set- 
tled in Pennsylvania? In a proper under- 
etandiog of the principles of civil gov- 
erpment, Bancroft bas placed them far 
below Locke, who prep2red the civil code 
for the first settlers in South Carolina. Ban- 
croft is proud of his descent from the Puri- 
tans, but his impartiality as a historian has 
shown that in the early settlement of this 
country there were mean whose heads aud 
bearts led them to nobler truths than ever en- 
tered into the conceptions of the stern and 
merciless fanatics who lanced on Piymouth 
rock two hundred and fifty years ago. 

The deification of the Puritans has been 
c*rried to a ridicnlous extent. When a Uni- 
tarian appears to bestubber a Calvinist with 
flattery whose fayaticiem teaches that the 
lash aud the fagot are right methods of re- 
ligious persuasion, ordinury charity counsels 
that there should bea protest against such 
proceedings. 

We bad a good deal more than enough of 
Puritans before the New York aad New Eng- 
land newspapers gave us this last dose. They 
(the Puritaos) are dead, and, in contempla- 
tion of this fact, we are inclined to say, as 
Fatber Peter said of the death of Father 
O'Toole, ‘‘Praised be God.for all His mer- 
cies,’ and wish that they be permitted to rest 
quietly ift their graves. f

The Italian Problem. 
‘or some time past European dispatches 
indicated that Prussia had intentions 
terfere in Italy in favor of the Pope, 
ultfough the official organs of the North 
German Confederation have denied any 
such desire over and over again in the must 
emphatic manner. This rumor seems to 
have originated from a rather sharp note 
which BisMakcK sent to the Italian Goy. 
ernment, in which he charges that power 
with some flagrant breaches ot neutrality, 
explaining at the same time the position of 
Prussia toward the Holy See. On this 
slim foundation some enterprising corre. 
spondents have built their sensational dis- 
patches, which seem to be without a shad- 
ow Oftruth. This constant endeavor to see 
BisMARCK in everything transpiring in 
European politics is one of the fashions of 
the hour. He is the great bugbear ot Eu 
rope, as NAPOLEON was in his day. Some 
years ago this man, hardly known out of 
his own country, appeared as a little black 
spot upon the European firmament in the 
» Danish question. It was only an indistinct 
speck and presented no striking individu- 
ality. But a tew years later this speck ov- 
erspread the eky with the terrible war- 
cloud that crushed Austria and built up the 
great power of Prussia, and to-day he stands 
the sole arbiter of Europe, at whose frown 
tremble. the mightiest monarchs of the 
world,and not an event can occur in that 
quarter but he is suspected to have a hand 
im it. 

But it is probable that King Wrmuiam 
will think twice before he ventures mto 
another martial enterprise, while the ter- 
rible French war is still on his hands. It 
is true that immense meetings are held 
eyerywhere in Catholic Prussia to protest 
against the forcible annexation ot Rome to 
Italy, but the same demonstrations occur 
in all other countries of Europe as well as 
in the United States, and if the Prussian 
Government uses its influence to suppress 
the opposition of the German bishops and 
Catholic universities to the promulgation 
of the intallibility dogma, we presume it 
does this more to conciliate the orthodox 
Catholics of South Germany than for any 
other reason, That the Catholic portion 
ot the German people sympathize with the 
Pope in his struggle with the Italian Gov- 
ernment is beyond a doubt, for theére,is a 
visible reaction in bis. favor even ‘among 
the Italians themselves. 

The Papacy, though stripped ot its tem- 
poral power, and confined to the Vatican 
and its garden, will not cease to be a thorn 
in the side of Italy, particularly if the | 
Italian ministers commit many such 
strokes of genius as that perpetrated 
recently by Minister SELLA, who confis- 
cated the journals which had published 
the “Encyclica” excommunicating King 
VictoR EMANUEL. This act of SELLA’s 
must be regarded as a most foolish one, 
and he did his King anything but a service 
by it. When the Italian Government 
took possession of the city of Rome it de- 
clared it would not meddle with the rights 
and the independence of the Pope in the 
exercise of his spiritual functions as head 
of the Catholic Church, but hardly does he 
perform ene act in this capacity when the 
Italiam.Government, by suppressing those 
organ® Which published the “Encvclica,” 
confesses its weakness and its fears of the 
thunders of the Vatican. 

The King of Italy has been excommuni- 
eated by Pivs IX. again and again as a 
robber and despoiler of the church, and 
every imaginable thunderbolt in the armory 
of St. Peter has been launched against 
him, but nobody could perceivesthat these 
outbursts of Papal censure had lessened the 
attacbment his subjects entertained tor 
him, or the respect he was held mn by the 
rest of the world. King Vicror Ewanver 
lived on as betore and none of the conse- 
quences which followed in the dark ages 
the excommunication @f crowned heads 
ensued. On the contrary he prospered 
and grew more powerful every ‘day, while 


cown to a mere shadow, 
eoveriment and a band of alien merce- 
neries. It did not

The Jesuits do 
not want the Pope of Rome to be a inere 
head of the Catholic Charch, a high priest 
of orthodoxy; they want him to occupy a 
brilliant, independent position as a tempo- 
ral sovereign on this earth, co that his 
spiritual dignity shall have support from 
his temporal power. The Apostolic Col- 
lege, held prisoner as ft were in thé Leo- 
nine quarter of Rome, chafes under so 
bumihating a position. Hit contents itself 
at present by launching anathemas, with- 
out raising any further claims, this does 
not prove by any means that it has given 
up all hope. It looks to the future, and 
bides its time. As the beginning ef the 
present European war gave the signal to 
the de facto destruction of the temporal 
power, the Apostolic College hopes that a 
termination of the war will bring about a 
complete change, and that it will regain 
possession of its lost domains. Prvus [X. 
and ANTONELLI look upon Rome as a last 
ditch which they mtend to occupy only 
till the iron dice of war have also decided 
whether the Moly See must relinquish all 
hopes of regaining possession of its old 
power and temporal sovereignty. 

It seems to be the most ardent desire of 
the Italian Government to retain the Pope 
in the Leonine quarter of Rome and in 
the Vatican, and this sole consideration 
would be enough for the Catholic High 
Priest, filled as he is with Christian love 
for hisson VioroR EMANUEL, to decide 
him to leaye the city at once if he enter- 
tained no hopes of @ restoration°of his 
power. Therefore, if the cries of distress 
which . have been dispatched from 
the Vatican recently to all 
the different courts of Europe do not ob- 
tain a favorable auswer; if peace is con- 
cluded between Germany and France 
without producing a marked influence in 
tavor of the Pope; in short, if Europe does 
ng! pare in the leagt about the restoration 
of the temporal power ot the Pope, it is 
u.vst probable that Pros IX. will leave 
Rome, to seek an asylum outside of Italy, 
like other dethroned monarchs. ‘How his 
reiusal to remain in Italy as a spiritual

Just beyond -bhim, In the same large 
wagon, but with a heavy partition between their 

is a female Brazilian tiger, only two years 
old, Dut with a bad look In her heavy eyes that 
marks ber as a dangerous animal. One of the 
men in charge was feeding her a few days since, 
when she stretched out ber paw, and, with one 
gripe, stripped the sleeve from his coat. 
Fortunately, no other barm restited. Another 
partition separates her from a black striped hye- 
pa, an exceedingly vicious beast, belonging to a 
breed perfectiy untamable. This amiable 
trio are in closer proximity to each otber 
than provably ever before. In the next 
cuge is a lioness from South America, with three 
ftpnocent looking iittle cube lying asleep beside 


shaking it in leontne teem, gently puw it be- 
side its two brothers. This lioness, Duchess by 
pame, isa very fne specimen, weigbing some 
400 pounds, perfectly gentile; even wbDining for a 
mark of attention fronmfthe keeper and her ia- 
terested visitors. The fatber of the cabe ls just 
opposite ber In another cage; a magnificent Afri- 
can lion, with a beavy, black mane and ap enor- 
mous booy, weigbing_over 708 pounds. He Is, 
oo, very gentile, but as the door is let down con- 
cealing the Honess from view. be roars out his 
good Gay; his companion,an Afiicea lioness, 
joining in with him, in perhaps jealous com.- 
Pluin'. There two beasts, while in play, will 
sometimes raise the heavy wagon in which they 
aie contained clear from the floor with the 
power of their gambols. 

In the next cage isa very large laughing by- 
ena, a leopard from Senegal, and a South Amer- 
foam tiger; Indeed; a bappy family. Berond 
them, asicep on the floer, are the two lion cubs, 
born tp this city last March, and upon whose 
christening day such tmposing municipal cere- 
monies inaugurated their career. The occasion 
will be remembered. Still fartherin the now 
almcst totally darkened store, a baby elephant, 
five years old, is feeding, while in lazy uncon- 
cern a buffalcocalf is stretched out at the full 
tether of its chain upon the floor. ip stairs are 
two black bears, one of whom has the sccom- 
plishment, we are told, of driving a carriage ip 
the most elaborate style. In amother wag- 
on are three cages, tp the first of which 
are two South American lions but two years old; 
in the second a large lioness from the same con- 
tinent, and in the third tworoyal Bengal tigers 
Ouly eighteen month: old, but of immense size, 
the twain weighing some 800 vounds. Ina still 
o' her cages are other families of smaller and more 
p:aceable apimals—monkeys, hares, badger:, 
dog", and the tike, a large Casote wolf in one 
forming an unpleasant exception to the seeming 
harmony of the more attractive creatures. 

The animais are fed once a day, between 1l 
and 12 0’clock. One hundred and twenty-five 
pounds of beef are given them daily, besides 
quantities of hay and esculents to the two herb- 
iverous agimais. At feeding time the scene is 
one of pandemonium. The whole ferocious 
company upite in one chorus of roars and yells, 
dhe cry of the hyena playing the trebie to the 
bass of the monarch of the forest. The keepers 
say that the animals, however, never make the 
attempt to escape. The bars of the cages are but 
one-half inch in thickness, and, especially in the 
case of the lions, it would hardly demand more 
thaa an extra exertion of their immense strength 
to wrench them out of their sockets. It needs 
byt a quickly-speken word, however, to quiet 
the noise and forge the animals back to the 
jurtbest extremity of the cage. We asked one of 
the keepers what he should do should one get 
out of the cage. “Get out of tae way first my- 
celf,’’ said he, “and then shoot the beast down.”’ 
There really, though, seems to be no danger. 

A few nigbis since the baby elephant got loose 
in search of food, and just over them as 
they lay op the floor asleep, but without 
herming either. It overturned barrels, and 
tbe noise awaker@d them. With no difficulty 
the animal was secured and again remanded to 
its stall. There are three keepers only in charge 
who sleep within ten feet of the cages of the 
more Gangetous beasts, the tigers, lions, and 
byenas. They seem insensible to fear and only 
compiain thai the animals sometimes make such 
noise as to Keep themawake. Verily, such isthe 
Influence of habit. 

And #0 with these conventional, deadly ene- 
mies Of man almost within reach. the thou- 
sands pass their way jdally,to al! intents and 
purposes perfectly secure. Still, should one of 
these savage Gepigens of the jungle once break 
its bones and aftain the street, it is not mprob- 
ablethat the thoroughfare would be deserted 
with renarkable celerity. 


THE CHANCERY COURT. 


An Important Suit Against Namerous 
Citazeus on High Street. 


Apportionment Claims fer $8,177 55. 


Abd important suit, styled C. G. Gordon vs. Sam- 
uel BR. Richardson et al., Was yesterday instituted 
im the Chancery Court. The suit is for the en- 
forcement of apportionment Claims for improve- 
ments On High street, under @ contract with the 
city, and the citizens of High street from Third 
street in Portland to Bridge sireet are made 
parties defencant, the list completely filling two 
fouiscap pages. 

The petition alleges that Inthe autumn of 1 
on @ report of the Clty Engineer, the General 
Council established a grade of High street, in the 
city of Louisville, which was approved by the 
Mayor, accerding to the charter, the acts of the 
Legislature aud city ordinances. In Augus', 
1869, the General Council passed aa ordinance 
fer improving a part of High street, from the 
west line of Nineteenth street, If extended, to 
the west line of Eleventh-cross street, if extend- 
ed, exc: pting eleven f-vet on each side, by grad- 
ing the same according to an ordipance approved 
38th of July, 1868, and by curbing, suod-paving 
abd macadamizing accordipg to a general ordi- 
nance approved 2ist of June, 1869; the work to 
be done at the cost of the owners of ground 
frouting the improvements. 

In September, 1869, plaintif?’ coutracted with 
the city to do the work above-mentioned for the 
lollowing compensation: For g' ading. at 25 cents 
per cubic yard; for curbing, at 80 cents per run- 
ning foot; for sub-paving and macadamizing, at 
$8 40 per square of one hundred superficial feet, 
exclusive of the curving and covering of the 
waler-ways. 

This contract was made and entered in‘o by 
the Mayor and plaintiff, attested by the City Ea- 
gineer and approved by the Genera! Council, tn 
accerdance with city ordinances, charter, and 
laws of the Commonwealth,and is therefore 
valid and binding. He states that he completed 
the work according to his agreement, wMffich 
work was duly received and approved by the 
General Council, and the costs thereof duly ap- 
portioned among the owners of ground fronting 
the jmprovemcn!is, and warrants of said appor- 
tionmée nt were issued and delivered to plalaiiff, 
and all approved by the Mavor on the 2stb of 
October, 1870, in due form. we: 

Piaintif? claims a lien for the several sums 
mentioned inthe apportionment warrants, with 
interest, on the property fronting the !mprove- 
ments, acd sets out the respective amounts due 
bim by each defendant. He prays judgment 
against the defendants for the sums of mone Ff re- 
spectively due, and for a foreclosure of his lien, 
and decree of sale of the property froating the im- 
provemetis, or so much as may be necessary te sat- 
isfy each defeudant’s. apportionment. The 
amounts due plaintiff! aggregate the sum of 
$8,477 55, and be asks that if the Judgement and 
forecicsue are denied bim against defendanis, as 
proved, by reason of any defect or illegality of 
any ef the acts and proceedings of the Mayor or 
Geberal Council, he may have judgment against 
the cliy of Louisville for the amount of said war- 
ranis, With interest, coste of suit, Imcluding any 
cost he may be subjected to in this action.

Gossip About a. and Gladstone 
Mrs. 7s Eccen- 


tricaties. : 
{New Yora Times London Letter. ] 

I met tbis afiervoon Mr. Disraeiiand wife 
waiking in Picadilly, near Green Park, and 
wae struck wi his general air of feeble- 
ness, like to oldage, although fer Eogland he 
cap not be said to be but httle over the me- 
ridian—eixty-tbree. Great numbers of Peers 
and of the upper Classes attain ninety and odd 
and i recall the fact that the average age of 
six nobles, the only ones dying in a period of 
four montbe, was ninety-two. Mr. Disraeli’s 
tal figure was bent over, haps in some 
part to accommodate his wife, who is short, 
and that unconsciously he was, 
croucbing a little, so that 
better keep his arm. His 
stili curly avd black, quite free from gray,and 
bis eye lost none of it fire and mischief of 
youth. Asone of the most successful politi- 
ciens of tbe day, and considering the preju- 
dices of birth and caste he had to contend 
with, perbaps the most successful. Mr. Dis- 
racli ’ would anywhere be a marked man; but 
just now his extraordin introduction to a 
pew edition of his novels lends additional in- 
terest toachance meeting with him. There 
is something as amusing as paradoxical in the 
character of a wan who is clever énough to 
win the leadership of the sober, steady-going 
Tones, Doasting that his sentimentai novels 
of torty-four years ago have, 10 spite of his 
earnest eflortsa to suppress them, been pub- 
lished and reed in larger numbers thaa aoy 
other books of this century! So he has wnt- 
ten in the ssid introduction, 


MRS. DISRAELI. 


Mrs. Disraeli, Viscountess Beacontield by 
the grace of Queen Victoria, as her husband 
declined a title, is no leas than sixteen years 
older then he, and yet would hardly be set 
down as an old woman, and might pass for 
smart seventy when seen on the promenade 
in full walking drses. Ske was, iong time 
ago, a successful milliner, and married a Mr. 
Lewie, who, dying, left her a handsome 
estate, four thousand pounds per annum, 
which, joined to the ex-Premicr’s, has 
enabled them to maintain towna and 
country ¢8 ishinents commensurate with 
bis pretensions and successes in the political 
arena. Rumor bas it that theirs bas been an 
especially happy life, and surely their devo- 
tion, as evidenced this afternoon when I met 
them, on his part marked by the genuine gal- 
Jantry of a vieux beaw would affirm its truth. 
First in the councils of England, successful 
in Jiterature, strong and always well of ye! 
rich and loved where he loves, Disraeli j 
dubbed by the opposition, that Jew boy, is 
surely the darling of fortune. And his tri- 
umps are not without teaching to those am- 
bitious in the ways he bas trod, for he has 
said that there is not much difference in mer 
save in energy. 

MR. GLADSTONE, 

Mr. Gladstone: is not so often seen in the 
streets of London, yet 1 met him, too, in Pir- 
cadilly, a few days ago, walking. alone, with 
great rapidity, bis elbows and shoulders 
drawn back l'ke a very walkist, going at a 
gate not Jess than five miles the hour. He is 
much like the photograph seen of him in all 
the shop-windowsof the Kingdom, but notso 
tall as one might suppose therefrom, for we 
judge something of a man’s hight from the 
face and bust. In its way, Mr, Gladstone’s 
political career is not less remarkable 
iban his rival, Disraeli, although they bave 
pursued different roads to. the goal of 
their ambitions, end, of a truth it may be 
said, equally inconsisieut in those especially 
marked measures with which their names are 
mostly connected. The Prime Minister is 
beyond all dispute the greatest living orator, 
as hé is not second as a echolar, being equally 
versed in the ancient as in modern lore, 
Ouce asked how he employed his mind when 
duty compelled him to sit on the bench of 
the Ministers while a Tory was delivering 
himself ofa dull three hours’ harangue, be 
said: ‘‘Last evening, when Mr, —— was 

i turned ‘Rock of Ages’ 
and had half an hour 
spere.’’ . Gladstone is accounted 
high autbority in bric-a-brac; indeed, the 
bighest porcelain. The story goes that his 
pession jor collecting is out of propprtion to 
his estate, and that his good wife frequently 
“bangin the dealers to take back articles 
or which “there is not money to pay. Many 
remarkable tales are told of eccentricities of 
tbe Premier in private life which remind one 
of the saying that “Genius is akin to mad- 
ness,’” ut, withal, he is extravagantly 
lauded, even to worship, by the Liberals, 
while, on the other hand, Disraeli is heartily 
hated by the Tories, who tolerate him for his 
talents, and because they have no otber com- 
petent leader.
